HOUSE VOTES TO GRANT WILSON DRAFT POWER;

Joint Offensive, Most 
Gigantic In The World's 
History, Waged In France 


(By United Press War Expert) 
NEW YORK, April 28.—Com- 


bined assault of the biggest force 
of men that probably ever chargec 
forward, with the greatest blast 
of artillery that the world ever 
knew, was in progress today on 
the western front. 


London, Paris, and.Berlin offi 


cial statements all indicated re- 
sumption of a joint, concerted of- 
fensive movement by the French 
and British armies. They told of 
violently bitter fighting along al- 
most all that great front. Both 
allied commanders reported gains 
—and made in the face of moat 
tenaciously desperate resistance 
from the enemy. Berlin insisted 
the attacks had been repulsed. 
Front .dispatches indicated that 
by powerful thrusts around Oppy, 
the British had succeeded in turn- 
ing the so-called "Wotan line 
running from Oppy southward to 
Queant. This line is supposed to 
be part of the preliminary de- 
fenses of the Hindenbnrg line 
itself and has been desperately de- 
fended by great forces of the en- 
emy. 


"TREMENDOUS FIGHTING" 
BERLIN, 
(Via London)— 


April 28.—Tremendous fighting 
along both the French and British 
fronts, but with the enemy's vig- 
orous efforts to advance repulsed, 
was reported in today's 
official 


statement. 


"Yesterday afternoon at Mon- 


chy several British attacks broke 
down with heavy losses," the 
statement said. "Today at dawn 
the artillery fire increased to tre- 
mendous violence around Loos 
and also at St. Qnentin and an in- 
fantry battle recommenced over 
the whole Front."

The house vote was on the Kahn amendment to the army bill 


as reported by Chairman Dent's military committee. The Dent bill 
authorizes the president first to try raising- an army in the old. 
fashioned way by the volunteer system. Kahn's amendment turned 
the bill into what President Wilson and his war heads wanted—a 
straight out and out selective conscription method.

lumbus. No very startling state- 
ment, but these children had be& 
in Columbus less than a week, 
liaviiig been sent there with their 
mother—as it is the present resi- 
dence of their foster father. Two 
weeks ago they were in Ports- 
mouth; having been sent here by 
Columbus authorities. The fam- 
ily started to walk to Columbus, 
but at Chillicothe one of the four 
children, probably in the last 
ittge of tuberculosis, died. 


The family reached 
Columbus, 


,md then began the shipping back 
and forth, the last development of 
which occurred Thursday 
night 


hen the children reached Ports- 
nouth and are'now at the home 
if their grandfather, Richard Fer- 
;uson, Kinney and 
Thirteenth 


street. 


When visited by the nurse from 


the Bureau-at the boarding house 
ia Portsmouth at which the moth- 
:r and children were given lodg- 
ing a couple weeks ago, the boy 


as so weak he could hardly 


stand. He is beyond 
recovery. 


The mother and other child of six 
years were found to be free from 
disease, when examined at the dis- 
pensary here. ' While in 
Ports- 


mouth the 
last time, beginning 


April 14, the Bureau of Commun- 
ity Service paid their board at the 
restaurant and lodging house, and 
on the plea of the woman sent 
them to Columbus. 


The county authorities are the 


only ones, in the opinion of Judge 
Harry Ball, to determine where 
tbe responsibility for the care of 
this family lies. The 
woman's 


home has been in Columbus previ- 
ously. 
None of these 
children 


was born in Portsmouth. The 
children's own father, Ferguson, 
left here years ago. He married 
the 
mother 
in Columbus. He 


worked in Cleveland, Pittsburgh 
and Akron since, but 
came to 


Portsmouth last July, dying 
month later. ''Peg Leg" Poster 
married the woman in a short 
time, and a month ago the family 
started to walk to Columbus. 
Judge Ball is of the opinion that 
Franklin county is attempting to 
shift a burden. 
The mother has 


been brought 
into

courts, when living there previ- 
ously.

Twelve people living in three 


rooms! Cnn one believe it who 
lias not seen?

The tragic death of 
Vaughn caused .a pall of gloom to 
spread over the Island Queen last 


night as the news spread that a man 
had 
fallen overboard. The boat

In market garden work 


and in' agriculture, the terms 
fertilizer and manure

Fertil- 
izer rich in nitrogen stimu- 
lates leaf growth and inten- 
sifies the green color of a 
plant and has a tendency to 
procure abnormal growth of 
herbage and to delay maturi- 
ty.

phoric acid produce plants 


of the nature of beans, peas 
and other crops which seed 
production is sought.

thrive in soils fertilized with

Crops, such as head let- 


tuce and celery, which will 
not permit the use of water 
on the f oliage, can best . be 
irrigated by the furrow sys- 
tem. Employing the fur- 
row system, the gardener 
should dig a shallow trench 
about his plant bed and then 
flood it with water.
